THE WORKS AND WAYS OF WASH-

The Congressional Outlook—The Promotion of Col- 
onel McKenzie—Brady and Dorsry to bs Tried 
a7 Navy Official at Pensacola Rua- 
ning Prom the Fever, Ete. 


WASHINGTON, November 1.—General Rose 
crans is in California and Secretary Phillip 
Thompson in Kentucky. looking after his re- 
election to congress. This leaves very quiet 
the headquarters of the democratic congres- 
sional committee, which are located in the 
democratic committee rooms at the capitol. 
So much elated arethe managers over the 
Ohio election that they have ceased sending 
out documents and gone home, leaving a 
young man in charge to answer questions. He 
to-day declared that thirty democratic major- 
ity in the next house would be ample, and 
that the democrats claim to be sure of that 
number. On the other hand, great activity 
reigns at Jay Hubbell’s rooms on F. street. 
Numereus clerks are employed and tons of 
documents are steadily sent out. The treas- 
urer is busy down stairs. Mr. Hubbell and 
Secretary Henderson labor industriously on 
the second floor in a room whose most con- 
spicuous ornaments area card bearing ‘‘no 
conundrums answered here,’’ and a poster 
with the words ‘‘Maine, Oregon, Vermont.”’ 
Secretary Chandler is now overseeing the op- 
erations of this committee and infusing a 
great deal of life into its work. Conceding 
the loss of some districts in the north, Mr. 
Chandler expects to make considerable gains 
in the south, and thus retain the control of 
congress. Whether the inaction of the demo- 
cratic committee or Hubbell’s injurious activ- 
ity will help their respective parties more, is 

as yet an unsolved problem. 

THE PROMOTION OF COLONEL MC KENZIE, 

WasHINGTON, November 1.—Colonel R. 8. 
McKenzie, who was lately appointed a 
brigardier general, is a nephew of Tohn Sii- 
dell, who took so prominent a part in Louis- 
iana politics. Slidell’sname was Mckenzie, 
but when he left New York and settled in 
Louisiana he changed his name to Slidell. 
Colonel McKenzie’s father was a captain in 
the navy. Captain McKenzie acquired great 
notoriety in 1842 by ordering a midshipman 
on board his vessel, the United States brig 
Somers, by the name of Spencer, hung from 
the vardarm. Midshipman Spencer was a son 
thethen secretary of the navy. His crine 
was that he was aleaderina mutiny. This 
act of Captain (subsequently commodore) 
McKenzie excited great comment at the time 
The brig Somers was capsized and lost while 
blockading the harbor of Vera Cruz during 
the Mexican war, beforethe capture of that 
city by our forces. Colonel Mckenzie was in 
command at Richmond justafter the war, and 
his course was so fair tnat he made many 
friends among the people. He has been in 
service in Texas since 1866. The regiment of 
which he was commander atthe time of his 
appointment as brigadier was the fourth cav- 
alry, the crack cavalry, the crack cav- 
alry regiment in the service. It was 
once commanded by General Robert E. Lee, 
General Hood was adjutant of this regiment 
when the war began. The promotion of Mc- 
Kenzie promotes Captain R. B. Bernard, of 
the first cavalry, to the majority of the eighth 
cavalry. 

EXCHANGE OF BONDS, 

WasHINGTOE, November 1.—The treas- 
ury department is asked, in numerous let- 
ters, whether the bonds which are to be ex- 
changed into 3 per cents on the Ist of No- 
vember can be sent in now. . The depart- 
ment, inreply, saysthat they may be sent at 
any time, and that receipts will be given in 
their turn. The bonds, as they are received 
are entered upun the books of the depari- 
ment, and the cases arranged for the allot- 
ment, on November 1. Up to date about 
$8,000,000 worth of 3% per cents have been 
received. In the coming allotment, as in 
the last, the numbers which each set of bonds 
bear will depend upon the result of: lottery 
tickets corresponding to the applications, 
which will be placed in a Robertson county 
whisky barrel again and drawn out by a 
committee of clerks. The amount exchanged 
at the first allotment was so large that 
there will, after all, be little difference in 
the value of the new bonds. 

TO BE DISCIPLINED. 

W AsHINGTON, November 1.—Judge Advocate 
General Swaim is preparing an opinion in an-4 
swer to Secretary Lincoln’s query whether an 
army officer who habitually refuses to pay his 
debts is not liable to couri-martial for con- 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman. 
He will take strong grounds in giving an af- 
firmative answer, which is expected to be the 
basis fora stricter discipline among certain 
line officers, whose delinquencies in this di- 
rection have become glaring. Were it not 
for the fact that such conductibas not preju 
diced ax officer's standing in the army, such 
a decission would seem unnecessary. This is 
only another evidence of Secretary Lincoln’s 
intention to reform some of the orfenses 
which have grown up in the army. 
ee BRADY AND DORSEY TO BE TRIED, 

WasHINGTON, November 1.—The star route 
people do not think that the second trial of 
the case against Brady and Dorsey, which is 
set for December, will be neard until after the 
pending bribery cases have been concluded, 
and on this account they are seeking every 
possible means of delay, hoping that the trial 
may go over until the spring term, when 
Judge Wylie will no longer hold the criminal 
court. The prosecuting officers say that the 
second trial will not be postponed for any 
such reasons, and over 200 subpcnaes have 
already been issued for witnesses on behalf 
of the government at that trial. 

INSPEC OR POLLOCK AROUSED, 

WasuHINnGTON, November 1.—There is to be 
trouble in the interior department over the 
Pine Ridge agency. Special Inspector Pol- 
lock, who recently investigated it, finds him- 
self removed -and abott to be investigated. 
He promptly comes to the front with a state- 
ment that in 1881 he investigated thisagency, 
and found it then, as now, in bad condition. 
He urged the removal of Agent McGillicuddy. 
No action was taken on Pollock’s report. 
The commissioner of Indian affairs says he 
never heard of this report of 1881. Pollock 
thinks there is some crookedness somewhere. 

TOOK FRENCH LEAVE. 

PF WasHineTon, November 1.—Cuptain Alfred 
Hopkins, of the navy, recently commandant 
of the Pensacola navy yard, who is now at 
his home in Ohio, has been summoned to 
Washing on to stand trial on a charge of run- 
ning away from his post of duty. When the 
yellow fever broke out in Pensacola, Captain 

opkins, it is said, took French leave, giving 
over the charge of the navy yard to his lieu- 
tenant. The court martial will meet on the 
8th of November. 

THE SOTELDO MURDER CASE. 

Waskinoton, November 1.—The important 
witnesses examined in the Soteldo trial do- 
day. were Frank B. Conger and Clarence M. 
Barton of the National Republican, who re- 
told their already published stories. The gov- 
ernment then rested its case, and Colonel 
Christy opened for the defense. H. V. Boyn- 
ton, for the defense, testified that A. M. So- 
teldo was sober at six o’clock on the night of 
the tragedy. Assistant District Attorney Tag- 
gert testified to Soteldo’s anti-mortom state- 
ment. The court adjourned. 

THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

WasHiInetoxn, November 1.—Postmaster- 
‘General Howe has completed his estimates of 
the post-oftice department for the next fiscal 
year as follows: ipts, $50,670,456; expen- 
ses, $40,141,111; excess of receipts over ex-

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He Claims that the Gevernment’s Testimony Sustains | 


His Own. 

WasHINGTON, November 1.—Colonel Robert 
G. Ingersoll has been interviewed upon special 
counsel Wells’ reportin the star route bribery 
cases. Colonel Ingersoll says: ‘‘I have read 
the reportand am very much obliged to Wells 
for making it. He has cotroborated my state- 


ment in many particulars, and has furnished | 


so much evidence in favor of its absolute truth 
that I feel under certain obligations to him. I 
charged that Fal! was employed by the gov- 
ment at $10 a day. Wells admits it. That 
Nelson was employed at $50 
month: Wells admits it. That both 
of these men were hired because Fall said he 
and Nelson had bribed Brown in a former 
case; Wells admits this. I also charged that 
Fall employed Foote, and that Foote brought 
Payne to Fall, and that Fall got Payne to of- 
fer Brown $2,500 for his vote. Wells admits 
this. The only difference between Wells’s 
statement and my own up to this 
point, is as to the form of the writ- 
ten agreement that Fall wrote for Brown 
tosign. All the evidence taken together; 
without oneshadow of doubt Fall was em- 
ployed by the department of justice, 
and that in the interest of his employ- 
er, Fall endeavored to corrupt Brown. 
A CORRUPT OFFICER. ie 
It is admitted by the department of justice 
that Fall not only made improper proposals 
to jurymen but that he carried his impudence 
to the extent of making an improper propos- 
al to the department of justice. Wells sub- 
stantially admitted that Fall did go to Hol- 
mead’and tell him that all the other jurors 
were underthe ban of suspicion, and that he 
(Holmead) wasthe only juror in whom the 
attorney yeneral had any confidence. Hol- 
mead did not regard this conversation as an 
attempt to bribe him and so stated, but, as a 
matter of fact, to approach a juror in that 
way is just as reprehensible as to offer him 
money. Itisinfamous. The real question 
and the only question really, in the 
case is whom was Fall acting 
for? Was he acting for the 
government or forthe defense? Suppose it 
turned out that the defendants were paying 
Fall ten dollars a day and the .department of 
justice nothing, would it be possible to make 
any human being believe that he was acting 
for the depastment of justice? It is admitted 
that the department paid him ten dollars a 
day, and the supposition is that he was at 
work for his employes, and without some 
positive testimoney to the contrary, We are 
compelled to believe that he did what he did 
forthe departmentof justice. He says he 
was engaged by the department, and worked 
for the department; that it was his business 
to find whether any jurors had been ap- 
proached, and wheter any jurors could be 
approached; and no objection was made by 
the department to that kind of business. 
GO¥ERNMENT PLANS DIVULGED. 

lt has been charged a hundred times that 
after Fall was discharged on the 17th of July 
he was re employed under the name of F. 
Hill, and that he was paid $800 for informa- 
tion furnished in a criminal prosecution, and 
that he received the mohey under the name 
of Ff. Hill. Onthe 24th of October Fall be- 
ing somewhat uneasy ip his mind, wrote a 
letter to Nelson as follows: ‘‘I am told that 
the government will abandon meand say that 
I tried to bribe the jury for the defense, and 
also that you and I bribed Brown in the Long 
case. I do not believe you gave brown acent, 
and will stand by you if it comes to the 
worst. Should the government abandon me, I 
shall expect your earnest support, and you 
may be assured that I shall not let you suffer 
for any thing y6u have done for the govern- 
mentthrough me. If the government ar- 
rests me it will be an act of persecution, as 
you Well Know, and i must fight to the bitter 
end. I did what was done for the govern- 
ment.’’ I am content after this to leave the 
public to decide whether Fall was employed 
by the department of justice or by the de- 
fendants. There is a ‘‘secret service fund” in 
the department of justice. On the first of 
last July a fund of $25,000 appropriated for 
the prosecution of crimes, for the investiga- 
tion of ofticial acts, records, etc., became 
available. It will not do to say that the gov- 
ernment had no money. 

BOB'S INDIGNATION, 

These arrests have been made, these charges 
have been fulminated against jurors for the 
purpose of the inauguration of such a reign 
of terrorin this district that the next jury 
will be afraid to acquit. No greater outrage 
was ever perpetrated in this district than the 
arrest of Wiiliam Dickson, an arrest based 
wholly upon the affidavit of Bowen, the very 
man who endeavored to corrupt him. The 
department of justice indorsed Bowen by ar- 
resting Dickson. That aepartment was so 
ashamed at first at having appointed Bowen 
that it agreed to throw the responsibility of 
his appointment upon Secretary Lincoln, 
but now accepted Bowen as a truthful and 
competent witness, and with his testimony 
is. willing to wreck the reputation of an 
honest man. No American can read the 
report of Wells without feeling humiliated 
by the admitted action oi the depariment 
of justice. The department of justice 
should not act the detective or*spy ortempter 
and when the departme::t is charged with 
having acted illegally and improperly it 
should net investigate itself, but it should 
open wide its doors and records and invite 
the scrutiny of the world. 

BREWSTER’S VIGILENCE. 

WasHINGTON, November 1.—The following 
telegram was sent by the attorney-general 
this afternoon: ‘‘Departmént of Justice. 
Washington, November Ist, 1882.—To Abra- 
ham Blithe, United States marshal, Charles- 
ton, South Caroiina, and T. W. Melton, Uni- 
ted States attorney, Columbia, Souta Caroli- 
na: Theattention of the department has 
been-called, by a communication from _par- 
ties at Lancaster Court House, South Caro- 
lina, to the probability that a recent homi- 
cide there will tend tc prevent a full and free 
ballot at the approaching election in that 
county for member of congress. Give your 
especial attention to the county, repQageto me 
the situation, and spare no pains in the 
enforcement of the law therein at that ‘elec- 
tion for member of congress.”’

MRS. SEGUIN’S TRIPLE MURDER 
AND SUICIDE. 


The Tragedy Enacted inthe Fifth Story—T! e Broth- 
' @r’s Alarm—Hunting for the Missing—Hew the 
Bodies Were Found-—The Result of 
the Coroner’s Inquest, Etc., Etc. 


New. York, November 1.—The murder of 
her three children and the subsequént suicide 
of Mrs. Seguin is without parallel in some of 
its phases. Mrs. Seguin had been despondent 
from physical causes for some time, but she 
had shown no evidence of insanity. She was 
a small,slim woman,of nervous temperament. 
Her domestic life was very happy, and there 
was no family trouble. Dr. Seguin returned 
home about 7 o’clock, and upon hearing the 
dreadful news was utterly prdstrated. He is 
in astate of mental distress and under the 
care of a physician. Dr. Seguin is a noted 
specialist in cases of insanity, and his father 
waseqgually noted. His wife was the daugh- 
ter of a Massachusetts farmer. The couple 
moved in the best society. The family lived 
in a five-story brown-stone front, English 
basement, house elegantly furnished. The 
room in which the tragedy took place is on 
the fifth floor, and is scarcely ever used by the 
family. The three servants in the house 
noticed during the day that Mrs. Seguin was 
moody, a condition she had been in for sev- 
eral weeks and which her brother, Dr. Ami- 
den, termed the ‘‘blues.”’ About 11 o'clock 
he cailed upon her’and she said she did not 
feel well and had written to Dr. Henry Dra- 
per, who had been invited to dine with the 
family whom he visited. This note she asked 
her brother to send. He took it jokingly and 
told her they would all enjoy themselves. 
Dr. Amiden called on his sister at 3, and was 
told she had gone out fora walk. He return- 
ed at 5, but Mrs. Seguin had not yet returned. 
The hall boy incidentally mentioned that the 
door of thespare room was locked and the key 
gxone., . 
A HORRIBLE SUSPICION, 

A horrible suspicion seized the doctor that 
Mrs. Seguin had gone to Central Park and 
drowned herself and the children. He couid 
not explainwhy he thought this. He im- 
mediately went up stairs and barst the door 
of the room open. A horrible sight met his 
eyes. Almostin the middle of the floor lay 
the dead body of the eldest boy, Edward, in 
a pool of blood. Partly in the closet lay Mrs. 
Seguin, grasping in her right hand a _pearl- 
handled revolver. Inside the closet lay the 
boy John and the girl Jeannette. There 
could be no doubt the mother had taken 
them into the room under the pretense of 
ne blind man’s buff. She had 
ed the two youngest into the 
closet and locked them up, while 
she murdered theoldest boy. The pistol with 
which he was shot was a target-practice wea: 
pon, with a barrel eleven inches long. It lay 
beside him and the bullet lay on the floor. It 
had passed through his head. The maniac 
mother then proceeded to the closet, and with 
a thiriy-two calibre revolver, with which she 
afterwards blew out her own brains, shot the 
Other two children. Dr. Amiden cut the 
strings that bound the children’s hands and 
laid them on the bed. 

The police and the coroner were notified at 
once. Nothing was found in the rooin to ex- 
plain the motive for the terrible crime. The 
maniac had held the weapon close to her vic- 
tims’ heads, for the handkerchief on their 
faces had been burned. The face of the%ittle 
girl worea look of innocent surprise, that 
cut more deeply than any other feature of the 
dreadful deed. On the table lay a box of car- 
tridges and a third pistol. Dr. Seguin, when 
he returned, was taken to his office and phy- 
sicians summoned. He acted as though his 
faculties were gone. He caught sight of a 
picture of the children on the wall and broke 
into a horrible cry that wrang the hearts of ' 
the listeners. The,pbysicians fear he will 
lose his reason. Noneof the servants heard 
any noise. Sudden insanity is the only. mo- 
tive known for the deed. Mrs. Seguin was 
neatly dressed. The children were lovely 
little things and all the family she had. 

The coroner’s inquest upon thé bodies de- 
veloped the fact that Mrs. Seguin, for some 
time before she killed her children and her- 
self, has been very melancholy, and had acted 
strangely, Just before the tragedy Occurred 
she sent the nurse and the hall boy out of 
the house upon errands. The children were 
shot each in the left temple, and Mrs. Seguin 
in-her right temple. After hearing the evi- 
dence the jury returoed a verdict that the 
murder and suicide were commitied by Mrs. 
Seguin while her mind was temporarily de- 
ranged. Mr. Seguin is seriously ill at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. 
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THE ASHLAND MURDERERS? 


An Attack Upon the Guards,in which Five are Kiile 
and Thirty Wounded. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., November 1.—The troops 
guarding Neal and Craft, while on their way 
to the steamerj Granite State, were attacked 
by.a mob. The soldies fired. and several were 
killed and wounded of the attacking warty. 
The prisoners and troops got safely on board, 
when the mob seized a train 
and headed off the boat at 
Ashland,Kentucky, where another attack was 
made. The troo returned the fire, and 
again a number of the mob were killed and 
wounded. So far as known only three of the 
soldiers were wounded, and they butslightly. 
Private dispatches received here place the 
number of killed at five, and the wounded at 
thirty. The steamer Granite State has passed 
Portsmouth, and unless fog prevents will 
reach Maysville to-night, where the prisoners 
will be transferred to the railroad to be taken 
to Lexington. 

A PRISONER RESCUED. 

LittLe Rock, November 1.—On Tuesday a 
mob broke into the jail at Forrest City and 
rescued ex-Town Marshal. Apperson, recently 
sentenced to four years in the penitentiary 
for killing Ta:e Wallace, a brakesman on the 
Memphis and Little Rock railroad, They 
were doubtless Apperson’s friends. He has 
not since been found.

THE SONORA REVOLUTION. 


The Flight of Governor Ortiz—His Face Turned To- 
ward New Orleans. 

Tvesun, Arizora Territory, November l. 
The Star’s Benson, Arizona Territory, special 
says Governor Ortiz, of Souora, has just ar- 
rived with a body guard from Hermosillo. He 
is arefugee from the state. He stared that 
he, with his cabinet and troops, returned to 
Hermosillo from Guymas. He disbanded his 
troops lastnight. At the hour that General 
Reyes troops, under Nytadons, attacked the 
house of Qrtiz, and began fighting, killing 4 
ofhis body guards. The Ortiz men returned 
the fire, killing 5 federals and wounding 
others, The railroad officials tendered 
Ortiz and his guard a special train to flee for 
their lives. e crossed the line this morn- 
ing. He leaves for the City of’ Mexico to 
morrow via New Orleans. He says that he 
will make an appeal to the central govern- 
mentfor aid. Antonio, the vice-president, 
has assumed gubernatorial authority. Ortiz 
Some of his 
attendant triends say that he will never re- 
turn toSonora. This ends the revolution. 


A Steamer Launched. 
Wiimixeron, Del., November 1.—An iron 
side-wheel steamer, called the City of Jack- 
sonville, was launched here to-day. She is to 
ply Psa daa Jacksonville and Enterprise, 
Lorida. 
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Wiatered at Wrangie Land. 

WasHixcton, November 1.—Lieutenant 
Danenhower,, in reply te questions 
asked him by the Jeannette board of 
inquiry, to-day, said thatif he had been in 
command when the Jeannette was crushed, 
he would have take sixty days’ rations, and 
would have made at once for coast water. 
Then if the weather had been as good as 
usual at thet time of the year, he would have 
made for Bebring’s strait, with the expecta- 
tion of meeting some whaler or relief expe- 
dition. To the best of his knowledge and 
belief no consultation of ofticers was heid to 
consider what would be the best course to 
take on the retreat until Bennett island was 
reached. He heard that a” cop- 
sultation took place there between 
Captain DeLong, Lieutenant Chipp, and En- 
gineer Meiville. In his opinion, the delay 
which occurred at §Bennett Island and Sem- 
conojsni Island, was unnecessary and ill ad- 
vised. 

Question—“If you had been in command 
on September 2, and had succeeded in getting 
the ship out of the sena, what would you have 
done?” : 

Answer—‘‘I would have put the ship into 
Winter quarters on the coast of Siberia, as 
mear south of Wrangel land as possible, and 
would have sent out sled parties to explore 
the coast.”’ 

Question-——-“Have you any charge to make 
or special commendation to offer as to any 
officer Gr man connected with the expedi- 
tion ?”’ : . 

Answer-—-‘‘I have no charge to make 
against any officer or person connected with 
the expedition. I believe every person did 
his best. As to special commendation I 
would mention Seaman Ninderman and 
Noros, also Seaman Hasbert Beach and first- 
ciass fireman Jas. H. Bartlett, as well as Sea- 
man Henry 8. Warren and John Cole. The 
above named were leading men during the 
retreat.” 

This concluded the examination of Lieu- 
tenant Danenhower. Chief Engineer Mel- 
ville will be called on Friday. 
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PERILS OF THE SEA. 


A Strange Accident on a Steamer The Exploits ofa 
Whaling Fleets ¢ 

Burrato, November 1.—During the trip of 
the steamship Oceanica to this port from Chi- 
cago, Captain Dickson reports that Sunday 
morning, when off Long Point, the wind was 
blowing hard, and his vessel fel! into the 
trough of the sea, and while lurching the 
boilers broke from their fastenings and sbift- 
ed about six inches to port. This displaced 
the steam connections of the steamer, and 
the water rushed into the fire hole. In it at 
the time were a fireman and a deckhand na- 
med John Christopher, the later being at 
work handling coal. The fireman escaped 
uninjured to the upper deck by means of a 
ladder. but Christopher lost his life in the hot 
water below. Nearly all the water from the 
boilers poured in the hold, and it required 
over an hour’s work to bail it out. Then 
this was done the body of the dead man was 
found lying with his face to the floor. Christo- 
pher was forty yearsold. His home and re- 
lations are not known. 

San Francisco, November 1.—-The whaler 
John Howland, arrived from the Arctic with 
news from the fleet to Octoberl. The latter 
part of the season was more prosperous; the 
Sea Breeze, of San Francisco, had sixteen 
whales; the steam whaler Bowhead, fifteen;

The Electric Light in Macon.

The long cypress pole to be used by the 
electric light company is now lying in Wall 
street, being trimmed up.

ELECTED THE HEADS OF THE 
TVWO ._HOUSES. 


Opening Session of the Georgia Legislature—Regular 
Report of the Proceedings of the House and 
Senate—The Names of the Officers of 
Both Houses Biected—Other Work. 

. 


The two houses of the legislature met ves- 
terday, organized promptly and are ready 
for business. 

The election of Messrs Boynton and Gar- 
rard to preside over the senate and house, 
was a deserved compliment to her faithful 
public servants and capable officers. Messrs 
DuBignon and Rankin, who retired in their 
favor, made gallant races, and each had a 
strong and enthusiastic following. Their 
action in acquiescing in a result that 
deferred their own promotion was 
a graceful contribution to the harmony and 
efficiency of the legislature. Starting off 
without a bitter struggle for the positions 
they hold, the presiding officers will be un- 
trammelled and impartial in the selection of 
their committees, and there will be no fac- 
tious opposition to their administration. 

The governor’s message will go to the two 
houses to-morrow. The inauguration of Govy- 
ernor Stephens is set for 12 o’clock Saturday, 
and the election for judges and solicitors 
commences on Monday, and will probably 
take three days. It will be seen, therefore, 
that general legislation will hardly be got 
under way fairly before a week from this 
morning. 

THE SENATE. 

The senate met a ten o'clock, and was call- 
ed to order by Hon. Williarg A. Harris, sec- 
retary of the last senate. The rolled was call- 
ed and a quorum was found present. Only 
Mr. Meldrim, of the 1st district, failed to an- 
swer to the call of hisname. - Prayer was of- 
fered by Rev. D. Shaver, after which the sen- 
ators were sworn in, Judge C. J. Welborn, 
of the Northeastern circuit administering 
the oath. When the senators had all been 
qualified, Secretary Harris announced that 
the election of a president was the next busi- 
ness in order. Senator Parks, in a few appro- 
priate remarks, placed in. nomination the 
name of Hon. James 8S. Boynton, of the 26th, 
president of the last senate. He 
spoke of having been in the last 
senate with Colonel Boynton, and of 
his fitness, integrity and uniform courtesy, 
and said that it was a pleasure to him to pré- 
sent his name for presiding officer of this sen- 
ate. Mr. Tuttofthe 29th, made a few re- 
marks and seconded the nomination of Col- 
onel Boynton. Mr. Lamar, of the 14th, ad- 
dressed the senate, and placed in nomination 
the name of Hon. F. G. DuBignon, of 
the 20th. The nomination was seconded by 
Mr. Greer, of the 41st. Mr. DuBignon arose 
and said that he sincerely thanked the hon- 
arable gentlemen for the kind words they had 
employed. They knew how deeply he ap- 
“ala them. To those senators who had 
1onored him with their confidence and es- 
teem he would never cease to be grateful. He 
would never forget that the senate, composed 
of older men, had received 
him with much kindness and 
so much courteous consideration. Under 
all the circumstances he felt bound to ask the 
gentleman (Mr. Lamar) to. withdraw his 
name. The name of Mr. DuBignon was 
withdrawn. 
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BOYNTON ELECTED, 

On the callof the roll, Colonel Boyzton was 
elected, receiving 42 votes, declining himself 
to vote and Mr. Meldrim being absent. Mr. 
Gustin,- of the 22d moved the ap- 
pointment of a committee toconduct Colonel 
Boynton to the chair. Messrs. Gustin Du- 

signon and Livingston were appointed en the 
committee. They conducted the newly 
elected .. presidents to the presi- 
dent’s desk. President Boynton then 
addressed the senate. He said that he 
recognized the honor that had been paid him 
and the confidence that had been shown 
him. He hoped that he would be able to 
preside in such a manner that the confidence 
reposed in him would not beshaken.He hoped 
that in the progress of business the senate 
would have harmony and but one purpose, 
and that to promote the interest and prosper- 
ity of the grand commonwealth that the 
body represented. He hoped also that the 
senate would so expedite business that it 
would accomplish all its work in the time 
prescribed by the constitution. He again 
thanked the senate for the honor conferred 
on him and declared the senate ready for the 
election of a secretary. Mr. DuBignon made 
a few remarks, and proposed the name of 
Hon. William A. Harris, former secretary. 
There were no other nominations, and Mr. 
Harris was elected. He received forty-three 
votes. He was then sworn in. Be 

The election of a messenger was the next 
business. Mr. Eakes of the 39th nom- 
inated Mr. A. J. Cameron. Mr. Hoyt of the 
35th nominated Mr. W. OD. Parish. On 
the call of the roll the vote stood, Cameron, 
°4; Parish 19. Cameron was elected. Mr, 
Parks of the 11th nominated Lemnel J. 
Alred for doorkeeper. Mr. Livingston of the 
27th nominated J. KR. Stamps= and 
Mr. Hoyt ot the 35th nominated E. C. 
Murphy. The vote stood, Alred 29, Murphy 
11, Stamps 3. Alfred was declared elected. 

Mr. Parks nominated Mr. J. H. Polhill of 
the 18th, for president protem. The nomi- 
nation was seconded by Mr. Lamar, and Mr. 
Polhill was elected without opposition. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

The following resolutions were oftered: Mr. 
George, forthe appointment of a committee 
of three to present the nume of a min- 
ister for chaplain. Mr. Hoyt, that 
the secretary notify the house of the 
organization of the senate; Mr. Parks, for the 
appointment of a committee of five to report 
rules; Mr. Lamar, inviting reporters to seats 
on the floor, Mr. Hoyt for a joint committee 
of two fromthe senate and three from the 
house to notify the governor of the readiness 
of the general assembly to receive any com- 
munication from him. The president ap- 
pointed Messrs. Hoyt and Baker on the last 
mentioned committee. The committee to 
select the chaplain was as follows: Messrs. 
George, Parks and Davis. 

At 11:15 the senate took a recess, convening 
again at 12:30. A message from the house 
was received notifying the senate of 
the concurrence in the senate resolution for 
the appointment of a joint committee of 
five to call upon the governor. Mr. Lamar 
presented a resolution that the senate meet at 
10 o'clock a. m. and adjourn at 1} p. m.z 
Adopted. Hon. L. W. Grant, state senator 
in Alabama, was invited to a seat on the floor. 
The committee on chaplain reported the 
name of Rey. John Jones.” The report was 
adopted, and the senate adjourned. 

THE HOUSE. 

When the house met at 10 o'clock yestere 
day morning there was a remarkably full at- 
tendance of members. The galleries were full 
of spectators who seemed deeply interested in 
the routine of organization. 

The principal contest had been over the 
speakership. When the members began to 
come in the following gentlemen were men- 
tioned in connection with this honor: Messrs. 
Garrard, of Muscogee, Rankin, of Gordon, 
Hoge, of Fulton, Ray, of Coweta, Peck, of 
Rockdale and Sweat, of Clinch. 

The canvass of the members be.ore Tues- 
day night developed the fact that the race 
was between Messrs. Garrard and Rankin, and 
late that night the friends of the latter an- 
nounced that he had withdrawn from the 
contest.

We are assem bled here the 
representatives of a great state 
and every measure brought before us for our con- 
Soerenen should be seriously and earnestly consid- 
ered. 

I see before mea body of representatives who I! 
believe are the equals in every respect of any that 
has ever assembled in this house. Some of you 
have grown gray in the service of your state. 
ers are just entering into a mature state of man- 
hood. All of you, I believe, have the interest of 
Georgia at heart. Now how can we best servé™ 
state and repay her people for the confi- 
dence manifested in sending us here, 
is the quesion we have to soive. I_ trust 
the solution will meet the expectations of all con- 
cerned. I might speak to you at greater length, 
and with pleasure to myself, but you are here to 
work and not to hear me speak. You -will 
pardon me for a few words in regard to the busi- 
ness before us. I cansay them at this time without 
being considered personal. Within our constitu- 
tion the length of the session of the legislatyre is 
limited to forty days, unless extended by a twe- 
thirds vote-of both houses. I know the proneness 
with which we follow precedents, but I trust 
nothing will arise to prevent our finish- 
ing our duties within the constitutional 
limit. In the last two legislatures it was necessary 
to extend the session because-laws had to be enac- 
ted to carry into effect a new constitution. Mos: of 
this work has been done, and I believe that if we 
will move forward, by strict attention to business 
and a loss of no ge mma time, we may finish 
our labors in forty days. f wedo our best to ac- 
complish this end, a generous people will be slow 
to find fault should more time be needed to per- 
form their work. My experience has been that if 
legislatures worked as hard during the whole 
sesslon as they do in the last fews 
days of a session that wonders could be accom- 
plished in forty days. 

I am sure you will do your full duty, and your 
presiding officer will try to do his. 

Again thanking you, I now declare this house 
organized and ready for business. 

Mr. Little, of Muscogee, nominated Mark 
Hardin, of Fulton, for clerk, and he received 
the compliment of a unanimous election. 

Mr. Falligant, of Chatham, nominatea Mr. 
Rankin, of Gordon, for speaker pro tem, 
seconded by Mr. DuPree, of Macon. The 
election of Mr. Rankin was unanimous. Mr. 
Zachrey, of Henry, oftered a resolution in- 
viting the representatives of the press to seats 
on the floor, which was unanimously adopted.

Benton H. Miller, of Hancock, was elected 
doorkeeper, receiving 111 votes to 54 for Mr. 
Anglin, of Fuiton. 

A resolution by Mr. Rountree, that the sen- 
ate be informed of the organization of the 
house, and its readiness for business. 
to. 

A resolution notifying the governor of the 
organization was adopted. 

Official notice was given thatthe seat of Mr. 
Wilder, of Decatur, would be contested by 
Mr. J.O. Farnell, a former member of: the 
bouse, and that the seat of Mr. D. R. Proctor, 
of Camden, would be contested by Mr. A. 
Wilson, colored, who was aimember of the 
last house. Mr. Farnell subsequently an- 
nounced that he was not going to contest the 
seat of Mr. Wilder,but Mr. Wilson announces 
his intention to continue his contest to the 
end, ; 
The members then, by resolution, withdrew 
from the hall and proceeded to draw lots for 
seats. The name of each county was placed 
ina box and drawn.

Tompkins, J.—A bill im equity was filed to 
subject certain homestead property to a lien 
sgainst it created by the advance of money in 
1872, to pay off a mortgage lien held against 
it before the Constitution of 1868. A verdict 
and decree were rendered for the complainants 
and the defendants filed a motion for new 
trial on numerous grounds, and the new trial 
was granted on one of the grounds. The com- 
plainant excepted and brought the case up 
on bill of exceptions, and this court affirmed 
the judgment on the motion for new trial, 
unless the complainant would write off a cer- 
tain specified sum from the verdict. \T) 
was done in conformity with the direct 
this court, and, upon the verdict so ame 
a new decree was entered up 
stantially like the first one, exce 
to the amount written off. To thi 
decree the defendant assigned error, an 
a bill of exceptions. 

Held, 1. That the granting of the 
trial, upon one of the various grounds, 
legal effect a denial of the motion on ¢ 
other grounds, and such a judgment 
which the defendants might have taker 
of exceptions directly to this court, an¢ 
all the law points settled.

HEAVY EXPENDITURE OF 


MONEY ON THE BUILDING. 


A 


Sevon Thousand Dollars Put Into Paint, Paper end 
Kalsomining, Braces, Etc.—Some Much Needed 
Repairs at the Treasury—Georgia’s Safe 
and the Way Her Money is Kept. 


The repairs on the old capitol building are 
about finished. There were two or three men 
busy in the hall of the house of representa- 
tives up to Tuesday night, dusting off the 
chairs and desks, that everything might be in 
readiness for the meeting of the legis 
lature yestérday. When the work was 
first begun Tue ConstitvuTion published 
a full statement of what it was 
proposed to do. The plan then set forth has 
been followed out. A new roof has been put 
gn and the roof has been securely braced 
with iron rods. The building has been re- 


jlastered wherever it was necessary, and has 
een whitewashed in some of the plastered 
rooms, and in others it has been kalsomined 
or papered. Both halls have been frescoed. 
The governor’s suite of rooms and several] 
other oftices, including the roomsof the de- 
partment of agriculture, have been papered, 
and present asomewhat improved appearance. 
Carpets have been put down in the senate 
chamber and in the room of the paesident of 
the senate. 

In the hall of the house of representatives a 
new mattirg has been put down and a new 
carpet has been put around the speaker's 
stand. The outside of the building has been 
repainted and penciled, and presents the ap- 
yearance of a new building. The rear wall 
hes been braced and the clock tower has been 
The clock has been given a new 
hands and_ repairs have 
been made on the machinery. 
There are other repairs of minor 
importance and the total bill will amountfto 
about seven thousand dollars on the building 
repairs, which is three thousand less than the 
appropriation. There are other repairs, how- 
ever, that may consume the balance of the 
appropriation. 

REPAIRS AT THE TREASURY. 

Some much needed repairs have lately been 
made in the treasurer’s office. Since the last 
session of the legislature a fire and burglar 
proof safe and vault have been purchased 
and put in. Lately a handsome desk sur- 
mounted by an_ iron railing, has 
been placed between the vault and the door. 
Another railing has been run fromthis desk 
to the door of the back room of the office, and 
at the front is a cast iron door that is to be 
kept locked. Sothat persons who go into the 
office to.transact business will not be allowed 
behind the counter, and will transact their 
business at asmall window as they do in 
banks. When it is remembered that the vault 
contains a very large amount of cash and val- 
uable securities and that desperate robberies 
are sometimes attempted where a 
good opportun'ty is offered, this precaution 
Eaonsdend timely, as at present arranged, 
it would be’a difticult matter for a robber to get 
into the safe and get away with anything 
during business hours, and still more difficult 
to make a successful burglary at night, The 
safe is very heavy, and is supplied with three 
combination locks, each independent of the 
other. On top of thethree is the chronometer 
lock The vault liningis very heavy,and on the 
doors of the vault, three in number, are two 
of Herring’s most powerful combination 
locks, each different from the other, and on 
the outside door is an independent combina- 
tion lock of the most improved pattern. The 
time lock is set going at fourin the afternoon 
and runs until nine the next morning, and 
during that time neither the treasurer nor 
his assistant can unlock the safe. The safe 
was bought for $1,625 in cash, and the old 
safé and the vault cost $4.975. The other re- 
pairs, including carpets, etc., will amount to 
$500, for all of which special appropsigtions 
were made by the last legislature. a
